It  Is  surelj' 
many  centuries  since  there  was  a 
time  In  the  affairs  of  the  Church  of 
England  when  rljie  experience  and 
sound  Judgment  were  more  needed 
In  the  successor  of  St.  Augustine. 
Archbishop  Lang  is  sixty-four  years 
old.  but  shows  himself  still  possessed 
of  a  full  measure  of  bodily  health 
and  strength.  He  Is  a  noted  speaker. 

Dr.  Lang  has  always  maintained 
an  Intense  interest  tn  Canada  Not 
long  before  he  was  translated  to  the 
Archboshopric  of  York  Dr  I.Ang  wa 
offered  the  Archbishopric  of  Motit 
real.  In  1918.  Ju.st  before  the  rlo.se 
of  the  war,  he  paid  a  vLslt  to  Can- 
ada. On  his  returning  to  England 
he  told  the  Canadian  Press; 

''When  I  creased  the  undefended 
border  between  the  United  States 
and  Canada,  I  pas.sed  from  a  coun- 
trv where  war  was  still  a  new  en- 
terprise, csllins;  for  new  enthusiasm 
and  effn- ■  '  .i  count rv  where  war 
meant  near;,  four  years  of  strain 
and  sacrifice,  yet  I  found  the  spirit 
of  Canada  everywhere  resolute,  un- 
daunted aiMl  determined  to  carry  on.

They  crept  up  close  under 
the  shelter  of  the  trees  and  stealth- 
ily watched,  but  saw  no  one.  Oet- 
fing  bolder,  they  crept  to  the  door, 
ond  saw  for  the  first  time  other 
people  than  their  own  An  old  man 
and  hLs  wife  weie  sitting  in.slde— 
the  brothers  were  gravely  invited  in.

Kal-a-malt  and  his  wife  had 
three  baautlful  dasfhtera  who  ware 
down  on  the  beach  at  Skel-lups 
when  8wy-a-Iana  and  Hoc  a -chin 
S'^rlved.  On  rettirnink'  i"  their  home 
they  were  surprised  and  somewhat 
bewildered  to  fint!  Iwi  vountj  men. 
the  first  they  had  ever  seen,  con- 
versing with  their  father  Introduc- 
tions followed.  It  was  not  long 
until  there  was  a  mutual  under- 
standing belwaon  tham  and  Kal-a- 
malt  gave  hla  two  etdeat  daughters 
in  marriage  to  8wy-a-lana  and  Hoc- 
a-chln,  and  there  they  remained 
and  dwelt  In  the  land  of  their  wne.* 
Poc-o-thock  mourned  the  absence  of 
lili  sons.  and.  ^.s  thne  pa.saed  and 
ihev  fRiied  to  return,  he  became 
very  anxious  and  sent  his  youngest 
son,  Skel-a-aset,  to  search  for  them 
After  many  days  of  waadaring.  he 
foand  them  reskllng  peaoalul^  with 
their  wives.  Skel-a-aset  carried  the 
news  to  his  father,  who  -.rnt  htm 
again  to  'mplore  his  .son*  to  return 
to  him  .Swy  a-lana,  with  his  wife 
returnrrt  to  the  home  of  hla  father, 
but  Ho-va-chin  remained  and  was 
the  ancestor  of  the  tribe  of  Skel- 
lups,  Departure  Bay. 

After  8wy-a-lana's  return  to  his 
father,  they  left  thair  early  hablU- 
tion  at  Tatch-to-lan.  Mount  Ren- 
.son,  and  settled  at  Sotoquon.  where 
for  many  weary  veara  they  watched 
for  the  .smoke  of  wigwams.  Here 
Ih'    11  ed  and  died.

During  the  coming  week  the  in- 
vestigation into  the  power  rates 

charged  by  the  West  Kootenay 
Power  Company  will  again  come 
before  the  Water  Board  of  Investi- 
gation in  the  Parliament  Buildings. 
The  adjourned  hearing  will  begin 
on  Wednesday  morning  before  the 
board. 

At  the  coming  hearing.  Major 
J  C  Macdonald  th'  waicr  comp- 
troller, will  not  be  present,  the  re- 
maining members.  Mr.  j  E.  Lane, 
the  chairman,  and  Mr.  B.  Davis 
alone  sitting  on  the  board. 

At  this  hearim:  the  question  will 
arise  as  to  Ihe  riRlit  of  tlie  West 
Kootenay  Power  Compam  to  enter 
into  contracts  outside  the  area  cov- 
ered by  the  charter,  and  the  licence 
held  by  the  company.  Both/  the 
municipality  of  Grand  Mrks  and 
the  AUenby  works,  controlled  by 
the  Oranby  Company,  lie  outside 
the  territory  Inchided  under  that 
which  the  West  Kootenay  Power 
Company  is  authorised  to  supfrty 
with  power. 

In  the  former  instance  the  area 
comes  under  tlie  South  Kootenay 
Power  Company's  charter  and  in 
the  latter  under  the  Okanagan 
Water  Power  Company  In- both 
instances  the  West  Kootenay  Power 
Company  has  acquired  the  rights  of 
the  other  companies,  but  it  is  con- 
tehded  that  in  as  much  as'  the  con- 
tracts have  been  made  with  the 
West  Kootenay  Power  c;ompany 
that  investigation  of  the  charges 
lies  outside  the  power  of  the  board 
to  pass  upon.
